Francisco. “Pancho” Villa, 
guerrilla . chieftain and bandit 
leader in Mexico for more than 
ten years, 
ended his career of outlawry in 
August, 1920, when, at the head 
of 900 followers, the remnant of 
what had once been his army of 
35,000 men, he entered San Pedro, 
Coahuila and, amid the cheers of 
the populace, announced the in- 
tention of himself and men of ac- 
cepting amnesty and settling down 
as farmers. 


A few weeks earlier Villa had 


surrendered to Federal forces at 
Sabinas. He then declared his ad- 
herence to Provisional President 
De la Huerta and Gen. Alvaro Ob- 
regon, 
succeed Carranza. Before capitu- 
lating Villa demanded and was 
granted by the Mexican govern- 
ment one year’s pay and a small 
farm for each of his men, a grant 
equal to $2,000,000 gold. 
One of the most notable esca- 
pades of Villa was his raid on 
Columbus, N. M., on March 6, 
1916, in which he and his followers 
killed 17 Americans. It resulted in 


a punitive American military ex- 


pedition under Gen. Pershing cross- 
ing the border and maintaining a 
“dead or alive” pursuit of Villa 
which lasted more than nine 
months and cost the United States

PARIS, July 20.—Gen. Gouraud was named military governor of 
Paris this morning by a proclamation signed by President Millerand 


after a Cabinet meeting. 

The appointment holds first 
political importance in the present 
situation of the Poincare govern- 
ment. Gen. Gouroud’s opponent for 
the post was Gen. Mangin, who al- 
so commanded armies of occupa- 
tion in the Rhineland immediately 
after the war—‘Mangin the 
Butcher.” radical papers call him. 

Gen. Mangig was recalled from 
the Rhineland in 1918 by Clemen- 
ceau at the request of Woodrow 
Wilson, who had been informed by 
the American General Staff that 
Mangin wag attempting to estab- 
lish a Rhineland republic before 
the Treaty of Versailles was even 
finished. ‘ 

All, parties of the Right Conser-

One only had to be in his pres- 
ence a.moment to note his domi- 
nating eye and to feel that he was 
just the sort of character to han- 
die the rag-tag revolutionary ele- 
ment which flocked to his stand- 
ard. His discipline was extraor- 
dinary. No drunkenness was per- 
mitted in his ranks and he him- 
self administered punishment on 
the bare backs of offenders with 
the fat side of his own sword.

SLOW TO PROMISE 

Numerous instances vouched for 
by men who came into personal 
contact with Villa during his revo- 
lutionary years tend to prove that 
he was slow to make a promise. 
but once a promise was made. he 
did everything within his power to 
keep it and this fact doubtless had 
much to do with his success. Villa's 
life of banditry was undoubtedly 
due to the fact that he was a vic- 
tim of circumstances. As he came 
into revolutionary prominence he 
had a good many half-baked So- 
cialistic ideas and : as a 
champion of the poor.

During Villa’s stay in Mexico 
City in the spring of 1915 he com- 
mitted many crimes, executing lib- 
erally his political enemies. He 
caused an international complica- 
tion with France when he kid- 
naped a beautiful French woman 
here. This brought about the in- 
terference of the .entire foreign 
diplomatic corps. 


FINAL SURRENDER 
In 1920 Villa surrendered in 
Coahuila to the De la Huerta gov- 
ernment, which in turn presented 
him with Canutillo Hacienda, 
where he has since lived peaceful- 


ly as an agriculturalist, still main- 


taining 500 of his Redcaps, 

The government paid Villa about 
100,000 pesos monthly for the 
“upkeep” of Canutillo.

Trade With Japan Favors the 
United States in May 
California Copper; Tobacco 

Merger Coming Up 


Gus Compuiey Shows Growth: 
New Stock Issue 


Foreign trade between the Unit- 
ed States and Japan in the month 
of May was favorable to this coun- 
try, a marked decrease occurring 
it raw silk and silk textiles shipped 
from Japan to the United States, 
while Japan's importation of 
American goods was the highest 
since January. 

During May the Department of 
Commerce reports show that the 
Japanese purchased 45,000,000 yen 
worth of American goods, princi- 
pally raw cotton. As compared with 
the preceding month, Japan's im- 
ports from the United States in 
May were over 3,000, yen 
greater in spite of the fact that 
several of the principal items, in- 
cluding raw cotton, showed de- 
clines, Machinery from all coun- 
tries showed a substan in- 
crease, particularly from Great 
Britain. Since February of this 
year Japunese imports of machin- 
ery from that country have deen 

ter than from the United 

tes, seeming to indicate, ac- 
cording to the department officials, 
that American machinery exporters 
are gradually losing ground in 
that market, 

Japan's exports to the United 
States during May amounted to 
50,000,000 yen, a drop of 25,000,000 
yen, or 383% per cent from April, 
The declines were distributed: 
through the principal items of ex- 
port, silk, for iastance, running 
only 60 per cent as great as dur- 
ing April. Silk textiles showed an 
even greater decline. ‘The only ma- 
[jor export icem that registered an 
increase in the month was knit 
goods, which increased about 20 


May exports to the United States 
were only 6,000,000 yen in excess 
with 33,- 
000,000 yen during April, 
exports to China during the same 
period were only 2,242,000 ard 
greater than imports from t 
country, as. contrasted with a fa- 
vorable Japanese balance of 17, 
846,000 yen during May of 1922. 

Among the factors responsible

of Our Banks; Credit Condition 


The Union Trust Company of 
Cleveland is running a series of 
editorial advertisements which are 
attracting considerable attention 
because of their straight-from-the- 

ulder character, A recent dis- 
play under the heading Nostrum 
or Nation?“ deals with the rail- 
‘road situation and summarizes a 
matter of grave importance in a 
succinct manner. 

Certain men, influential in na- 
tional politics, it is held, are spon- 
sors of the propaganda that‘ our 
railroads are seriously sick and 
need strenuous doctoring. But, asks 
the bank, do the facts warrant 
their contention? 

In spite of the super-regulation 
already imposed 
regulatory bodies, the railroads 
have lifted themselves out of the 
pitiable condition into which gov- 
ernment operation thrust them,

BAKERSFIELD, July 20.—Only 
the prompt action of the fire de- 
partment saved the Kern County 
General Hospital from total de- 
struction by flames yesterday when 
the morgue and boiler-house ad- 
Joining the contagious ward, and 
the quarters occupied by the el- 
derly female inmates, were com- 
pletely destroyed by fire. Streams 
of water played on the surround- 
ing wooden buildings, saved the 
lives of several score of bedridden 
patients. The monetary loss was 
small, since both the morgue and 
boller-house are old buildings and 
not large. There were no bodies 
in the morgue. The origin of the 
fire is unknown. 

The present hospital plant is an- 
tiquated and
